Union waiters have been put into 
restaurants by the strike commit- 
tee, so that these may continue 
operation, but the hotel dining- 
rooms are closed. In answer to a 
question, Senator Robertson stat- 
ed that the federal government 
was not contemplating immediate 
action looking to a settlement of 
the trouble. He stated that ihe 
provincial government of Mani- 
toba was in a position to take 
steps under legislation similar to 
the federal industrial dispute act 
o arbitrate the dispute. It is un- 
derstood that the situation is be- 
ing carefully watched by the 
labor department and that any- 
hing which it is in a position to 
do will be done,

PENSIONS ACT 
_ FOR MILITIA IS 


Some New Provisions in Regard 
to Soldiers Are to Be 
Enacted 


“7 


OTTAWA, May 17.—MaJor General 
Mewburn has given notice of a re- 
solution to amend the Militia Pen- 
sions Act, Its provisions are in part 
as follows: 

That an officer who is retired com- 
pulsorily for any cause other than mis- 
conduct or inefficiency after 10 years 
service shall be entitled to a pension 
for life not exceeding one-fiftieth of 
the pay allowances of his rank or 
permanent appointment at the time 
of his retirement for each completed 
year of service, 

That the time served as an officer, 
non-commissioned officer or man on 
active service during the war between 
Great Britain and Germany, which 
commenced on August 14, 1914, shall 
be counted for pension purposes under 
the said Militia Pension Act. 

That every militia man shall be en- 
titled to retire and receive a pension 
for life who has completed not 173 
than ten years service, subject to pre~ 
visions of the Militia Fension Act. 

That the pension to a militia man 
on retirement shall be: 

If he has completed ten but less 
than 20 years service, an annual sum 
equal to one-fifieth of his annual pay 
and allowances for every completed 
year of service. If he has completed 
twenty but less than 26 years service 
an annual sum equal to twenty-fiftieths 
of hig annual pay and allowances 
with an addition of two-fifthieths of 
his annual pay and allowances for 
every completed year of service above 
20 years. 

If he had completed twenty-five 
years service an annual sum equal to 
thirty-fl: thiethe of his annual pay and 
allowances with an addition of one- 
fifieth of his annual pay and allow- 
ances for every completed year of ser- 
vice above 25 years. 

Provided that the pensions shall 
not exceed two-thirds of his annual 
pay and allowances at his retirement. 

The pension of a widow shall, if her 
husband was at the time of his death 
on full pay, be an amount equal to 
one-half of the pension to which he 
would have been entitled if he had 
been retired! compulsorily !mmediate- 
ly before his death, or {f at the time 
of his death he had been pensioned 
an amount equal to one half of euch 


pension.

PARIS, May 18.—The head of the 
German peace delegation Count Von 
Brockdorff-Rantzau came to Parise 
last night, but only for a brief stay on 
his way from Vérwaillies to Berlin, 
the count and other members of his 
party went through the city to the 
Northern Railway station. ‘They ar- 
rived at the station at 10.20 and de- 
parted an hour later, 

When the count will return is un- 
certain. Herr Lienert and Herr 
Schuecking were not in the party, 
They will remain at Versaillies in 
charge of negotiations, which may be 
continued until their chief's eventual 
return, It was evident from a survey 
of the baggage that several of those 
who left for the German capital would 
not return. Tholr departure from 
Versaillies was shroudei in mystery 
by the French, and it was witnessed 
by no one except a large force of 
gendarmes. 

Go Sing or Not to Sign. 

The purpose of the trip of the peace 
delegates to Berlin is to discuss with 
their government whether or not to 
sign the treaty. There is a sharp dif- 
fervnce of opinion on this subject. 
Non-socialists supporters of the gov- 
ernment, with the exception of some 
leaders of industry are strongly op- 
posed to ccepting the conditions im- 
posed by the entente. 

The independent socialists outside 
the government are just as strongly 
in favor of signing. Chanceilor 
Scheidemann himself apparently has 
not yet made up his mind and is wait- 
ing a detalled report from Count Von 
Brockdorff-Rantzau, in the meantime 
leaving the way open for either and af- 
firmative or negative decision,

U.S. Navy Plane N.C.3 Believed 
Lost at Sea--N.C.4 Safe at Porta 


ST. JOHN’S, Nfld; May 18—Harry G. Hawker, Australian 
aviator, and Captain McKenzie Grieve, his navigator, are wind- 
ing their way across the Atlantiv tonight on the most perilous 
aeroplane flight in history. 

Thay took the air at 5:65 p.m. today, Greenwich time (1:55 
p.m. New York time); and expect to reach the Irish coast in 20 
hours, unless some accident forces them to plunge into the sea. 

When the Sopwith biplane passed from view beyond the 
hills to the northeast, headed for the open sea, it left behind 
with shattered hopes Hawkvr's English rival, Frederick Rayn- 
ham, who had hoped to be first across in'a Martinsyde plane to 
win glory and the $50,000 prise of the London Daily Mail. 


Raynham was tuning up the engine 
of his machine when Hawker flashed 
over the Englishmen's aerodrome, 
dropping as he went the under car- 
riage of his Sopwith to lighten the 
load he must carry. Raynham and his 
navigator Charles F. Morgan realized 
then that the Australian was on his 
way: Instantly they determined to 
follow hirn, for all their preparations 
had been made weeks ago, but miisfor- 
tune intervened.

EDMONTON BULLETIN 


Alerta are whitewashed dating 
from May 17. Irrespective of 
what action may be taken by the 
Dominion body, Alberta has done 
it. That all returned soldiers 
should be whitewashed and that 
alterations in the definition of an 
amateur so radical as to create a 
new definition, were recommen- 
dations to the Amateur Athletic 
Union of Canada made at the an- 
nual meeting of the Alberta 
Branch of the A.A.U. of C. held 
here Saturday. Alterations in the 
court procedure in the case of a 
man charged with violating the 
rules whereby not only the ac- 
cused must give evidence under 
oath, but all other witnesses must 
do likewise, were also made. 


A new system of electing the board 
of control whereby the board Is great- 
ly enlarged was adopted. Under the 
new system the board is elected by 
districts instead of by leagues, At 
present the board consists of ten 
governors from northern Alberta and 
ten from the south, the dividing Ine 
beng north of the town of Red Deer. 

The officers elected were: Pres. 
Brg.-Gen. McDonald, Calgary; ist 
vice-pres, Joe Driscoll; 2nd vice-pres. 
Tom Gaetz, Red Deer;  secretary- 
treasurer, Leroy Chowan, Calgary; 
secretary, Frank McPherson, Edmon- 
ton. 


In opening the meeting McDonald 
paid a tribute to the late Professor 
Muir Edwards of the university, 
whose joss in sport affairs is being 
very deeply felt. 

The program of reconstruction 
which is required throughout the west 
does not meet with the complete ap- 
proval of eastern Canada, said Brig.- 
Gen, McDonald. The west wants to 
put amateur sport on a good basis 
and to help good clean professional 
sport, but above all to put sport of 
any kind on such a basis that there 
will be no bootlegging tactics. If the 
Dominion body does not approve of 
our opinions no better time can come 
gor a show down between the east 
and west on this qnestion.” 

The feeling of the meeting appear- 
ed to be that unless the Dominion 
Union came through Alberta was 
ready to secede. 

The meeting opened at 10.15 a.m. in 
a room of the Macdonald hotel, with 
about 40 delegates present. For the 
first time in about nine years repre- 
sentatives of the Alberta Football as- 
sociation were present at an A.B. of 
A.A.U, of C. meeting. They remained 
long enough to read a resolution pass- 
ed by thair body at a meeting earlier 
in the morning and requesting the 
delegates to notice the differences 
which existed between the two as- 
sociations. 

A credential committee was ap- 
pointed to pass on the delegates and 
while this was being done the reports 
of various officers were presented and 
received.

C. A. Hayden of Calgary, moved that 
this meeting re-affirm the decision of 
the board of governors in 1914 re- 
specting the expulsion from amateur 
standing of a lacrosse player named 
Kendall who participated in the Mann 
cup lacrosse games between Calgary 
and Vancouver. The mection was sec- 
onded by Mr. Murphy of Calgary, and 
carried. 

Owing to the extent to which the 
organization has grown, and will grow 
in the future, it wes felt that the old 
system of electing governors, one 
from each league paying a fee of over 
$5 was inadequate.

fied of his bona fide intention to re- 
main a8 an amateur in such kind of 
sport.

But the question remains, what 
then is to be done? A percentage 
of the returned men are being 
given loans to enable them to start 
or re-start farming. What of those 
who cannot farm; who do not 
wish to farm; who have farmed, 
but lack faith in their ability to 
make a livitig and repay the loans? 
What is to be done for these men 
by way of putting them on the 
same footing as their comrades 
who ask for and get farm loans? 

That the bonus scheme would 
cost a vast deal of money is, of 
course, true. Any plan commen- 
surate with the problem will cost 
money, From nothing only no- 
thing can be taken. The soldier 
cannot be helped withont cost. If 
Sir Thomas intends tv wait before 
doing anything for the returned 
man who does not wish to go farm- 
ing until he discovers a scheme 
that will cost nothing, the greatest 
proportion of the returned men 
have nothing to expect from him. 

And—it is pertinent to inquire 
—who won this war? Did not the 
Allies win? And is not Canada 
one of the Allies? And is not the 
enemy, ‘who caused the war, en- 
titled to pay the costs of it? The 
re-establishment of our soldiers in 
civilian life is a necessary part of 
the war cost. It was Germany 
which called them out of civilian 
life to risk life and limb on the 
battlefields. Germany should pay 
the cost of replacing them, with 
compensation for their risk, loss 
and hardships. If justice is to dic- 
tate the terms of peace’ Sir Thomas 
has no need to worry about the 
cost of re‘establishing the Can- 
adian soldier in civilian life; that 
is one of the worries that belong 
to Berlin.

Pushing Reconstruction? 


The annual wrangle among the 
members at Ottawa as to whether 
the King should confer titles upon 
other people has resulted in a re- 
port from a committee suggesting 
that a petition be sent to His Ma- 
jesty asking him to refrain from 
conferring titular distinctions 
upon British subjects resident in 
Canada except such as are con- 
ferred for professional or voca- 
tional services. 

This committee report will now 
go back to the house for discuss- 
ion, and the temporarily-suspend- 
ed debate on this seemingly all- 
important theme will be resumed 
ad infinitum, 

Meantime the budget speech has 
not yet been delivered and the 
country is still in the dark as to 
how its money has been spent and 
how far it is in debt; the trade 
policy of the Government has not 
been announced; and the farmers 
are still wondering whether there 
will be a market for this season’s 
crop. 

Also Sir Robert Borden is on 
the way home, and may upset the 
whole program by again threaten- 
ing to resign if the privilege of 
distributing titles among political 
friends is taken out of his hands!

Later reports are that the stock 
men of the south lost heavily in 
the blizzard which swept the 
ranching districts in the early part 
of the month. The circumstances 
were peculiarly unfavorable. Lack 
of moisture last year produced a 
searcity of pasture and hay. The 
stock therefore came through the 
winter in poor condition, and 
when the storm came were unable 
to resist its severity. That thous- 
ands of head perished was a neces- 
sary result. 

Though the individual losses 
were severely felt, the ranching 
industry will not be paralyzed. 
Disasters of the kind are incidents | 
of the business, fortunately few 
and far between, They can neither 
be foreseen, nor can they be fought 
when they arrive. An occasional 
visitation of the sort has to be 
calculated among the incidental 
hazards of the ranching business 
in every country, 

The effect of the loss, though 
immediately local, will of course 
be general. It is particularly to 
be regretted at a time when there, 
is need of production to the limit! 
of every kind of food, and when 
a ‘‘crop failure,’’ or partial fail- 
ure, of whatever kind means «# 
shortened supply. As compensa- | 
tion, the crops in the farming dis- 
tricts scattered through and 
around the ranching country re- | 
ceived a thorough wetting at an 
unusually early date, and the in- 
ereased grain harvest will more 
than make up for the reduced beef 
output. 


A Menace to the 


Foreign Born, — 
Convictions in the courts are 


creating the impression that most 
of the illicit stills in the country 
are being operated by foreign- 
born people. That may or may 
not be true. Whether it is true

as a definite pronouncement that 


J 
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or not true does not determine its 
effect upon the public mind. The 
publie are sometimes influenced by 
a misapprehension quite as decis- 
ively as though it were a fact. 

The parties to whom this im- 
pression is due are doing a great 
dis-service to fortign-born resi- 
dents of Canada generally. They 
are creating sentiment—in quar- 
ters where it would not otherwise 
exist—sympathetic to the propa- 
ganda being promoted by extrem- 
ists for some sort of a wholesale de- 
portation of ‘‘foreigners.’’ 

Canadians in the great majority 
are fair-minded people, and wish 
to treat fairly foreign-born citizens 
who obey the law. Anything like 
a general expulsion of ‘‘foreign- 
ers’’ is not. possible unless there is 
brought about a revulsion of feel- 
ing on the part of the public. 

But the condition of obedience 
to the law is absolute. Nothing 
would more surely or more quick- 
ly incline the public to an attitude 
of hostility toward the foreign- 
born generally than the impression, 
right or worng, that they as a class 
disregard the Jaw and do not in- 
tend to conform to its require- 
ments, As between the law and the 
foreigner, the foreigner will have 
to go if the public are convinced 
that the choice must be made. 

The foreign-born operators of 
illicit stills are defying the law, 
and flaunting the decision of the 
people that the whisky traffic must 
cease. They are, more than that, 
creating a prevalent belief that 
the ways of the ‘‘foreigner’’ are 
not our ways, that he is not sym- 
pathetic to our social ideals ner 
even submissive to the democratic 
principle that law is law. 

No greater disservice than this 
could be done to the foreign-born 
citizens of Canada who have a 
stake in the country, and who wish 
to live here as responsible and re- 
spected citizens. They are being 
put in jeopardy by the irrespons- 
ible element whose conduct at- 
taches the odium of lawlessness to 
them. In self-defence they should 
set themselves to root out the law- 
breakers from among them, and 
thus remove any excuse for class- 
ing them as people whose presence

FOREST FIRE 
THREATENING 
TO ENTWISTLE 


Only hy Strenuous Efforts of the 
Residents Was the Town 
Saved 


A forest fire of considerable mag- 
nitude raged sround Entwhistie on 
Thursday and et one time seriously 
threatened the town and it was only 
by the most strenuous. efforte of the 
fighters that the flames were arrest- 
ed inthel r onward course. 

Starting south and east of the 
town and fanned by » high wind the 
flames epread rapidly northwestward 
to the consternation of the inhabitants 
who had vivid recollections of the 
destructive fire of exactly a year ago 
when the Elsie Bruce store and the 
cold N.W.M.P. barracks were com- 
pletely wiped out. 

Dense volumes of smoke rolled in 
from the burning bugh which was as 
dry as tinder and which burned like 
match wood. Soon an army of fire 
fighters including every man and boy 
in the town and neighborhood was 
on the scene, and engaged in the 
fighting of the flames which by that 
time was within measurable distance 
of the town, close to the G.T.P. tracks. 

The fire engine of the railway was 
requisitioned but the class of work 
was rather outside of its scope and 
it was not able to render very 
efficient service. At this stage a con- 
tingent arrived from the mine headed 
by superintendant McLeod and R. H. 
Narraway. The senior pupils of the 
school in charge of C. O. Daly also 
hurried to the ecene and a systematic 
campaign of back firing was inau- 
gurated and vigorously maintained 
for upwards of two houre, by which 
time the progress of the flames was 


m offectively checked and all damage 


to the town averted. 

Corporal Sheldon of the provincial 
police force who happened to be in 
town rendered valuable aid in check- 
ing the conflagration and the heavy 
downpour of rain that eet in that 
night and continuing to the early 
‘hours of the morning completed the 
‘work or extinction.
